NEW FEATURES. 


PACIFIC ELECTRIC ADDS To ITS 
EQUIPMENT AT TERMINAL. | 
Increased Use of Safety Switches 
and Signais and Further Installa- 
tion of Unique Device That Has 
Displaced Human Voice in An- 
nouncing Departure of Trains. 


After a successful trial of a unique 
device for announcing the departure 
of trains, the Pacific Electric Railway 
Company is planning to extend its use 
and otherwise to improve its already 
excellent facilities for handling trains 
in and out of the big passenger sta- 
tion at Sixth and Main streets. 

The next move will be the of 
an annunciator in the women's weit- 
ing-room, to the north of the general 
waiting-room, whereby it will be pos- 
sible for travelers to receive ample 
announcement of the departure of 
trains on the various lines. 

The new device for announcing 
trains has worked so satisfactorily 
that it undoubtedly will be adopted by 
other railroad lines. It does away en- 
tirely with the shouting of station at- 
tendants, 80 common at railroad 
depots, and yet it effectually directe 
travelers to their trains—those of 
them, at least, who can read.

Back of each line of words naming the 
car line lies a long, thin strip of 
aluminum, which, when the sign is 
not in operation, lies back at such en 
angle that it is not visible, making the 
face of the annunciator appear to be a 
— black.

LIBRARY LIEUTENANTS. 


Lummis Believes That Every Depart- 
ment Should Have Second in 
Command. 

Librarian Lummis has an idea that 
department heads should have perma- 
nent and competent assistants, trained 
up under them, so that in case of 
emergency of any sort the assis 
could competently fill the place of the 
superior. He explained this at last 
night's meeting of the board.

The impression the Svengali of the 
book leaves is of a nursery-tale villain 
who has sold himself to the Devil and 
is the very deuce for young ladies to 
mingle with. 

Lackaye has made a er human 
Polish Jew who his pried a little deep- 
er into abstract things than Parisian 
art students, and who turns this 
knowledge greedily to his own gain. 

It is a pity that it should be Du 
Maurier’s Svengali that will endure by 
virtue of printer ink; that Lackaye’'s 
Sven.uli, given us at the Mason yes- 
terday afternoc.. must die with each 
drop ot the curtain. 

What is written here will not be of 
the niceties of mimicry by which Lack- 
aye jartrays this ’vlish Jew. but rath- 
er of the literary feat of drawing that 
cnaracter. 

There are many actors who could 
have merely acted the part as well: 
probably not ancther actor on the 
stage has the subtle intellect to have 
created it. 
It will be noted that nothing is said 
of the “impressions” left by other ac- 
tor's Svengalis. There have been many 
such in this city. They left no im- 
pression except that the death rate 
among actors is entirely too low. 
ENTER THE JEW. ; 
Svengali’s first entrance is in the 
studio of the three English art stu- 
dents, Taffy, the Laird, and Little 
Billee. The Englishmen have just 
learned that Trilby sits as a model in 
the “altogether” before the life class. 
They are stunned and hurt, to her ut- 
ter bewilderment. 
The door opens and in comes this 
leering Polish Jew. He is ferociously 
dirty. He is worse than dirty. He sug- 
gests magnificent vistas of “unbathed- 
ness. 

This Jew, however, has none of the 

ogling, diabolical, cringing furtiveness 
of the stock Svengali. 
His quick observation shows him 
the cause of the air of constraint. 
Flaunting it in the faces of these stiff 
superior Englishmen gives him a half- 
humorous, malicious satisfaction 


The Svengali of Du Maurier’s novel is 


outside and apart from the wallowing 
villainy of the customary Svengali. 

The hypnotism of Trilby closely fol- 
lows. What strikes you most forcibly 
is that Svengali makes.the hypnotic 
passes not like a voodoo man, but as 
a physician doing a very difficult ex- 
periment—very. carefully, a little at a 
time to see the growing effect.

en happens one of the strong, 
ewift touches of genius with which 
Lackaye lays on this characterization. 

This is when Taffy forces him, with 
his giant muscle, to release Trilby from 
the trance. It is true that there is the 
idea of the Yiddish. tendency to shrink 
from physical pain, yet you do not get 
the impression that Svengali yields 
through cowardice. It is half through 
good nature, somewhat because of the 
pain of being squeezed by a ‘giant, yet 
withal in admiration of the physical 

wer of the man, making his yield- 

ng seem a reluctant tribute—the half- 
pleased acknowledgment of a master. 

One of the unique things in Lack- 
aye’s interpretation is the strong Slavic 
flavor. It is in Svengali’s uncouth, in- 
genuous delight at his own jokes, the 
sudden fire shots of intellect, the swift 
spurts that seem to suggest the hid- 
den power of a new people who have 
so much left untouched. 

One of the rare flashes that Mr. 
Lackaye throws on this complex and 
wonderful character is in the studio 
scene at the piano. 

In no more than a reply to a wom- 
an's question about a song, Lackaye 
makes one feel the artistic. soul that 
is one of the divine gifts of the Jew. 
In that one half-confemptuous answer 
he makes one feel that this Polish 
Jew. with his dirt, his debts, his mal- 
ice, hie utter lack of pride, has reached 
an esthetic height that these others, 
with their ty, can 
never know. 

One of the most difficult problems 
in the development of this part must

Mrs. Pollard Claims That Her Crop 
Did Not Sell for Any Such Sum as 
18 Cents a Box, and That the Rul- 
ing Rate Was $1, Which Price She 
Was Promised. 

Mrs. 8. A. Pollard of Covina has been 
growing oranges for some years and 
has learned a thing or two about these 
Golden Apples of the Hesperides, but 
recently she found herself facing a 
proposition that puzzied her. Now 
Judge Monroe ami a jury are trying to 
solve the conundrum. 

Two years ago, in February 1903, she 
made an agreement with the Ruddock- 
Trench Company, and as a result the 
fruit men made advances to her on Per 
growing crop of Navels, Valencias and 
Seedlings. In all she received 2852.88. 
Of course this mon y was to be re- 
couped out of the returns from the gale 
of the oranges, but when the sales ac- 
count came to be made out, Ruidock- 
Trench Company credited her up 
with only $1388.57, and demandei from 
herthe payment of $1464.38, being the 
difference between the sales return 
price of the crop and the money aéd- 
vanced, firm claimed that they 
had been acting merely in their or- 
Winary capacity as commission men. 


That showing on the wrong side of 
the ledger caused Mrs. Pollard to sit 


up nights figuring on what rrofit there 


was in growing oranges. She refused 
to pay the money demanded, claiming 
that under the agreement Ruddock- 
Trench Company had made an out-and- 
out ore of her crop, and further- 


avers that the fruit people 
that whenever they were ready 
to take delivery, they would give prices 
to her if she wished, and that on each 
occasion they re good but 
failed to quote save on two occasions, 
when she refused to deliver until the 
prices had been stated, and then .Rud- 
dock-Trench had said that they wold 
pay her $1 per box, and 780 boxes were 
then forwarded. 

Mrs. Pollard claim, that the value of 
the 4522 packed boxes of 70 pounds 
each, including the 780 boxes referred 
to, were of the value of $4522, fy per 
box; that the firm had agreed to pay 
the ruling rate and the ruling rate was 
$1 per box over and above all cha:ges 
f. o. d. at Cobina. This so, Mrs. 
Pollard claims that instead of 
owing anything to Ruddock-Trench 
that firm is in her debt to the amount 
of $2322. 

There is a wide margin of difference 
between $1 per box, as claimed by 
Mrs. Pollard, and abcht 18 cents per 
box as claimed by Ruddock-Trench, 
and the jury will have the chonce to 
try and reconcile the difference.

CEMENT FAMINE. 
PUBLIC WORK TIED UP. 
“We are just now long on promises 
of early delivery, but short on actual 
material,” is the way the City Engt- 
heer last night sized up-the local 

cement situation. 

For three weeks, about half the pub- 
lic work in the city has been at a 
standstill by reason of a shortage of 
cement. The supply stored for use 
on the outfall sewer is rapidly dimin- 
ishing; crews on all but one section of 
the storm drain system have been laid 
off by reason of the cement shortage. 

Public work on streets and Vrooman 
act sewers is faring no better. Most 
of the contractors are unable to secure 
cement and until that material is re- 
ceived nothing can be done. 

“I have been advised that cement 
shipments were resumed the first of 
the present week,” says the City Eu- 
a lh “but as yet none of it has been 
received. The fault appears to be that 
we are using about three times as 
much cement this fall in public im- 
provements as we contracted for. This 

lies to bond work as well as to that 

ng done by the city. All that I can 
say at present is that we are long on 
promises, but short on material.” 

A year ago a similar delay of public 
work, but on a smaller scale, was o- 
casioned by reason of a shortage in 
brick. At that time the specifications 
for the storm drain tem were 
changed from brick to cement. Pres- 
ent conditions appear to indicate that 
it is about time the specifications were 
switched back to their original terms.

HE ANGLO-JAPANESE PACT. 
The new treaty of alliance between 
Great Britain and Japan, the full text 
of which was yesterday published in 
London, is one of the most momentous 
documents of the kind ever promul- 


| gated. The broad general features of the 


agreement had already been made 
known by those discreet diplomatic 
hints that serve as ballons d’essai to test 
the currents of popular opinion. So the 
main provisions of the treaty do not 
come as a surprise—not even those 
striking departures from the old treaty 
which make the alliance a square 
shoulder-to-shoulder one, involving 
joint action in the event of attack from 
any quarter, and bringing India within 
the scope of the compact. But while 
no single clause comes upon the wait- 
ing world as something unexpected, it 
is not too much to say that the whole 
treaty itself, understood now at last 
in its entirety, has the startling effect 
of a detonating bomb-shell. 

In its very terms there is a grim 
terseness, an incisive directness, an ab- 
sence of all qualifications, of all loop- 
holes for protest or argument on the 
part of any other power that may 
consider itself affected, that bespeak 
cost and possible consequences fully 
weighed, and minds made up to face 
every issue involved, to brook no inter- 
ference, to deviate not one hand's 
breadth from the line of conduct laid 
down. The treaty is more than an 
alliance between Great Britain and 
Japan; it is an ultimatum addressed to 
all the rest of the world. 

In effect it seeks to establish a sort 
of Monroe doctrine for the whole of 
Asia. There is to be no more aggres- 
sion there, no more maneuverink for 
territorial expansion, no more talk of 
dismembering China by the crowd of 
harpies that have for so long gathered 
around the couch of the slumbering 
giant of the Orient. The status quo as 
at present existing is to be rigidly 
maintained; every nation is to be free 
from interference within the limits of 
its possessions as they now stand; 
equal opportunities for commerce and 


and the other Asiatic regions that may 
be classed as neutral fields. 

No doubt for those who already hold 
the title to ample domains this is a 
most acceptable arrangement. France 
with Indo-China, for example, Holland 
with her rich islands of the East 
Indies, are made secure in the owner- 
ship of oversea dominions which, 


possible to defend. Even the United 
States may count itself the gainer by 
finding the Philippine Islands placed 
in a neutral zone where there is to be 
no wanton aggression from any quar- 
ter, where costly defences will be un- 
necessary, and where the work of 
civilization may proceed on lines that 
are absolutely peaceful. 2 


Of course Great Britain, with her 


vast Indian Empire, stands to benefit 


most of all by security of tenure. But 
it has to be remembered that througli- 
out the whole of her Asiatic dominions 
—India proper, Burmah, Ceylon, her 
protectorates in the Malay Peninsula, 
Singapore, and Hongkong—there is al- 
ready complete equality of commercial 
and industrial opportunities granted to 
all the world. Where the Union Jack 
flies, the Englishman has no advan- 
tage over the German or the French- 
man, the Russian or the American, so 
far as business, shipping, or manufac- 
turing is concerned. Not so with the 
flags of France, Germany, and Russia 
in their territorial acquisitions. There- 
fore, as long as Great Britain adheres 
to her present free-trade policy, or at 
least does not attempt to alter it so far 
as Asia is concerned, she must be 
frankly recognized as the European 
power most entitled to enforce the de- 
mand for the open door in all the other 
‘regions that are still unequipped with 
customhouses. It is 
this unique position England holds to- 
day in Asia that perhaps will count for 
more than anything else in securing 


many remain to be considered. For 
the former this treaty between Great 
Britain and Japan, far more than the 
peace treaty recently concluded at 
Portsmouth, means the extinction of 
all her territonial ambitions in Man- 
churia and China. But it has to be 
noted that there is not one point in the 
London document that is at variance 
with the terms of the arrangement

Russia herself deliberntely made with 


nounced any place of privilege in the 
territory of China, and agreed to the 
simple equality of commercial rights 
that all the other nations are to enjoy. 
The new Anglo-Japanese alliance will 
therefore merely make it more difficult 
for Russia at any future time to recede 


from this point of view the compact un- 
questionably strengthens the chances 
for the maintenance of a prolonged 
peace in the Far East. 

As regards India, responsible Rus- 
sian statesmanhip has always dis- 
avowed intentions of aggression in that 
quarter, so that the new treaty again 
counts for peace by curbing the impul- 
siveness of the military section among 
the Muscovites who have indulged the 
dream of a conquest of India. Any 
such enterprise, whatever its issue, 
would involve an appalling loss of life 
and immeasurable suffering, so that 
the placing of a further obstacle to its 
inception may fairly be counted as a 
gain to humanity at large. 

It is in Germany, perhaps, that the 
new agreement between Great Britain 
and Japan will provoke the sorest feel- 
ings—none the less sore even if ex- 
pression to them be stoically sup- 
pressed. There can be no doubt but 
that German national. sentiment has 
been looking for a place of dominance 
in China. The treaty gives check- 
mate to any such designs. Germany 
must rest content with her tiny terri- 
torial foothold at Kiao-Chou, which 
was really valuable only as a nucleus 
for expansion, and ceases to have any 
strategic importance the moment this 
power of expansion is destroyed. 

No doubt the amour propre of all 
the other nations is ruffled at the 
thought that Great Britain and Japan 
should elect themselves as the chief cus- 
todians of the peace in Asia. But calm 
refiection as to the solid advantages of 
assured peace will perhaps cause this 
feeling to pass away. The world has 
already had the spectacle in China and 
elsewhere, of how impotent is any 
concert of all the powers to arrive at a 
workable agreement among themselves. 
Two powers may evolve both a work- 
able and a generally acceptable agree- 
ment, while the whole dozen or so, had 
they attempted to come together for 
precisely the same end, would have 
failed. This is the plain matter-of-fact 
view of the Anglo-Japanese treaty that 
may commend itself even to those 
powers who may feel offended on the 
score of not having been consulted. 
Except to nations or their rulers who 
are deliberately bent on ambitious 
schemes, in secret thought if not in 
words avowed, peace is the main thing 
that counts. 

And by its efficiency in preserving 
the peace of the world the new treaty 
will be judged. If it permanently 
averts the horrors of a great inter- 
national conflict, it will have done well. 
But if it leads to bad blood, and simply 
stirs other nations to preparations for 
a test of brute strength, it will prove 
a deplorable error in statesmanship. 


HE VERY MARROW, THIS. 

The conflict between the City 
Los Angeles and the farmers of 
San Fernando Valley is still acute in 
the courts. An attempt was made by 
those representing the city to reach 
an agreement by which testimony 
taken in a case immediately before the 
court would be available in its appli- 
cation to all cases pending. The pur-

pose of this may have been to save. 


expense to both sides. We wish to 
give the attorneys on the side of the 
city credit for absolute fairness. But 
if such were the only purpose, it was 
not fair, and the attorneys represent- 
ing certain of the farmers very 
naturally refused to enter into any 
such agreement, and the court upheld 
their contention on the ground that all 
the cuses did not rest on the same 
basis. 

This points us to the very pith of 
the matter—to the marrow in the bone 
of contention. In the celebrated Pom- 
eroy-Hooker case the city won. Why? 
Because the water-bearing lands were 
right in the very river. Such is not 
the case in the present suits. But the 
one immediately before the court in- 
volves lands nearer to the river bed 
than almost all the others. Many of 
the suits to come on later concern 


lands far from the bed of the river. 


The cafable attorneys who represent 
the farmers will not fail to show that 
the Pomeroy-Hooker case is not at 


the old Pueblo of Log 
Angeles in giving it the water in the 
river, with its tributaries? Did that 
grant ever intend to give anything 
more than the visible flow in the 
watercourses? That it did is a mat- 
ter apparently beyond the scope of all 
probability. The city can never set 
up a claim to anything not reasonably 
deducible from the meaning of that 
original grant. The question is what 
was in the intention of the King of 
Spain? There is sure to be a pro- 
longed and determined fight on that 
head, and the case will never reach a 
final settlement until it is shown to 
the satisfaction of the highest courts 
in the land that it is a fair deduction 
from the terms of the Spanish grant 
that the percolating water in the val- 
ley, for miles back from the thread of 
intended—

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Then, when that question is settled, | 


if it ever can be, and the city’s con- 
tention on this point upheld by a 
court of final appeal (if such a thing 
is ever possible,) there will arise a 
second question of fact scarcely less 
important, and scarcely less difficult 
to establish. That is, do these perco- 
lating waters in tact belong to the 
river? Only specific borings in each 
piece of land involved in any trial can 
settle this question. If the water- 
bearing gravel from which these 
farmers are drawing their water lies 
above the first impervious stratum of 
clay or rock, then the water ‘reaches 
the river bed if that impervious stra- 
tum extends from a given point quite 
to the banks of the stream. That is a 
fact, or it is not a fact, and that 


is a question which must be set» 


at rest. It will be a matter of 
great cifficulty to show, and the bur- 
den of proof rests upon the city 
setting up the contention. : 
But even that is not the end of the 
case traversed. If the water does so 
lie and would so reach the.river, does 
it not still reach the river after it is 
used on the lands of the valley? Some 
may evaporate, but not all, by any 
means. If the bed of impervious clay 
or rock underlies the valley contin- 
uously to the banks of the river, then 
this water raised to irrigate the crops 
is like an eddy in a stream. The water 
goes still to the river. 


Now, if at any point in the valley, 
a well pierces the first bed of imper- 
vious matter and takes water from 
gravel below that hardpan or rock, 
then the farmer’s pump would be ac- 
tually increasing the natural flow of 
the river by saturating the soil with 
water which would have flowed away 
deep down below the river bed. 


Here are three metters of fact which 
the city must show to be on its side 
before its case is won. They will be 
very difficult to establish to the sat- 
isfaction of an impartial court. And 
the court of last appeal is more than 
likely to lean to the side of the farmer 
rather than to that of the city. It will 
not be influenced by any local sympa- 
thy and is more likely to lean to the 
side of the single-handed, individual 
farmer than to that of the powerful 
community, if it jeans at all. 


EW CITY HALL SITE. 

Los Angeles has under consider- 
ation a new City Hall site which ought 
to “look good” to the average citizen, 
considering all the circumstances sur- 
rounding it. A plot of ground ample in 
proportions, the same being bounded 
Main, New High 
streets, has been offered to the city 
free of cost. The vicinity is that of 
the county Courthouse and of the area 
to be occupied by the new Federal 
building. 

The arguments, therefore, in favor 
of the erection of a new City Hall on 
the site in question are that it is firat 
of all a good site and is offered free to 
the city. It is a good locality, being 
adjacent to other public buildings. The 
offer is legitimate, and its acceptance 
the munici- 
pality. 

It is not only a case of getting some- 
thing for nothing, but of getting a 
great deal for nothing. Unless a better 
site is offered to the city on the same 
generous ‘terms, the City Council can 
scarcely afford to refuse to give this 
Main-New High-Republic street offer a 
most respectful and earnest considera- 

The opponents of the new site are 
not making any offers. They are not 
on hand with “the goods.” They say 
the city ought not to accept a valuable 
gift of this kind, which is, to say the 
least, strange reasoning. Others say 
that when the consolidation of the city 
and county takes place we will not 
need a City Hall, which is preposterous. 
We will need it then as much as now, 
and more 80. 

The question is a very simple one, 
indeed, and it is difficult to understand 
how there can be much argument over 
it. ;

LONELY ROCKEFELLER. 


The Other Side of the Richest Man in 
the World is Not a Pleas- 
{Chicago Tribune:] The words of the 
phenomenally wealthy are always 
news. When Rockefeller speaks to his 
Sunday-schoo!l class the whole country 


listens. When he grants a reporter an 


interview K establishes a journalistic 
epoch. In his latest Sunday class 
speech, in which he seriously inveighs 
against the “good fellow” and pleads 
with the youths of his class to shun 
good fellowship as a thing of evil, Mr. 
Rockefeller expresses in unmistakable 
terms what has long been the popular 
idea of the Rockefeller personality. In 
hie talk with n newspaper man he ad- 
mits he has secluded himself all 
asvoctations with his fel- 
low man because it was necessary for 
him to do 80. : 
Mr. Rockefeller’s warning against 


always ready to pitch in and help the 
crowd. Be moderate. Be very - 
ate. Don't let good fellowship get the 
least hold on you. It is my conviction 
that every downfall ie traceable di- 


We have to apologize every day 
this class of men. Look on them, and 
don't be a good fellow.” Had he gone 
just a little further Mr. Rockefeller 
would have fully expounded a wonder- 
ful creed.« More positiveness would be 
found in his warning had he added: 
“Stand aloof from the rest of the 
World. Shun your fellow man and 


you are all of one great family 
influence you in the least. Your place 
is alone—if you want to succeed. Let 
no suspicion ot a fellow feeling for the 
rest of mankind taint your cheracter. 
Stand aloof. Regard the rest of the 
world cold and critical eyes. 
Think only of your own immediate ag- 
grandizement. Then you may get 
rich.” 


Considering his experience with the 
world it would seem that Mr. Rocke- 
feller should be more enlightened as to 
the use and abuse of the phrase “good 
He should know that the 
good feliowship of the saloon is no 
more representative of real good fel- 
lowship than the saloon is representa- 
tive of the highest type of club. He 
should know that fellowship, with its 
toleration and sympathy, is, of all 
things, what is needed in this age of 
competitive life. But he says in his 
interview, It has been imperative that 
I deny myself the associations with 
people that I have naturally enjoyed. 
I have never been a clubman, and have 
not frequented places where people 
generally go for company.” He has 
never had time to know the feeling of 
fellowship. 

Mr. Rockefeller has been a target for 
critics of all kinds for years. Much of 
this criticism has been thoughtful and 
sincere, and therefore justifiable. Much 
of it has been cheap and founded in a 
spirit of envy or desire to attract atten- 
tion and therefore to be desp 
of the easiest ways for a writer or 
speaker to attract a moment's notoriety 
is to abuse Rockefeller. His latest 
speech probably will bring forth much 
of this brand of criticsm. But, rather 
than cavil or envy, the healthy minded 
observer with no ax to grind will feel 
moved by a feeling akin to pity for this 
lonely old man who has been kept so 
busy all his life making money that 
he has never had the time to let his 
heart absorb life's greatest lesson, that 
all real good and satisfaction in life is 
found in living as a sympathetic, active 
member of the great human family. 


As New York Views Us. 


Sometime ago the California town 
of San Diego started a coffe club to 
afford a place of entertainment and 
recreation where no intoxicating liquors 
or cigars or tobacco in any form should 
be sold, and the success of the enter- 
prise has been in every way satisfactory 
and gratifying. A private company 
started the institution, and it was pro- 
vided that no profits should be divided, 
whatever accrued being continuously 
capitalized with the view to establish 
other houses of like kind. A second 
one has been opened in the same city, 
and there are similar places in Los 
Angeles, Santa Clara, Petaluma, and 
Bakersfield. They are suc I 
financially and socially. In Los Anguee 
the two clubrooms are visited by from 
1000 to 1500 persons daily. It costs 
about $2000 to launch a club, but once 
going pays its own way and pros- 
pers, becoming in time the parent of 
others. It is estimated that the saloon 
business has been cut down one-half in 
the towns named.
